SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine consists of colour photographs with minimal text with a predominant 
focus upon oral sexual activity which includes fellatio, cunnilingus and scrotum licking. 
Explicit male and female nudity is also a significant feature of the magazine. Many of 
the magazine's depictions are considered dehumanising owing to the close focus 
placed upon the participants' genitalia. These are mitigated by the majority of the 
photographs which depict the participants' bodies and faces. The magazine is 
classified as:
